An Ordinance for the further aſcertein- 
' Ing ofthe Arrears of the Souldiery 


. upon' their Debentures. 


'F' } Hereas by feverall Ordinances of Par- 
VY lament of the foure and twentieth of 
Decent. laſt paſt, for ſecurity of the Arrears of 
the Souldiery , It. was and is Ordained and 
provided, That the monies ariſing” out of the, 
remaining part of Biſhops Lands'( after ſuch' 
engagements as are charged thereupon ſhould 
be firſt ſatisfied; ſhall be imployed for the: 


payme nt of the Arrears, due to. the Souldiery 
that have faiclifully ſerved the Parliament,and*” 


that two third parts. of the Lands of all ghe 
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Nelinquents comprehended in the three firſt 
qualifications of the Propoſition for Delin> 
quents ſent to the King into the Iſle of Wight 


not then pre-diſpolſed of, or the Fines to be 


{et upon tholeDelinquents ſhould be imploy- 
edto the ſame uſe. And farther by another 
Ordinance of Parliament of the ſame date, the 
{um of {1x hundred thouſand Pounds 1s char- 
ged upon the moyety of the Receipts of Ex- 
cile, in courſe rowards payment of the Arrears 
of the Army that is to. be kept up, and of the 
{upernumeraries then appointed to be disban- 
ded.. And by another Ordinance of the ſame 
date, That the (um of 600000. L was, and is 
charged upon af and every the ſecurities 
above mencioned, for the ules aforeſaid to 
be in the firſt place ſatisfied. And whereas 


by ſeverall other Ordinances of Parliament of 


the ſame date, the Committee of Lords and 
Commons for theArmy,as alſaCommiſlioners 


in the {everall Counties are appointed, and 


authorized to ſtate and audit the Accomprts, 
and give Debenters for the Arrears of the 
Sauildicry (as well thoſe to be kept up as thoſe 
bg then. 
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then to be disbanded;and the Regiſtry of ſuch 
Debenters is appointed to be kept by ſuch 


perſon or perſons, as the Committee of Lords 


and Commons for the Army ſhould nominate 


and appoint 3 and that for ſuch Debenters as 
ſhould be thereupon given out, and ligned by 
the ſaid Committee of the Army, and Com* 
mifſioners, or any three of them, and Regi» 
ftred as atorelaid, rhe State ſhyuld be lyable to 
the payment thereof, and that the ſame (ball 
be paid and ſatisfied feſpedtively. out of the 
moneyes and ſecurities afligned, or ordain- 
ed asatorelaid by the Parliament; or further to 
be Ordained for thole uſes, as in and by the 
faid ſeverall Ordinances may appear. 

Now the Lords and Commons in Parlia- 
ment aſſembled, doe hereby further Declare 
and Ordaine, and it is Ordained by the ſaid 
Lords and Commons, that for ſuch Deben- 
ters as are or ſhall be. given out, Signed and

Allig- 
Necs 1 courle according to ſuch Order,me- 
thod and proportions as by the ſaid Commit- 
tce of Lords-and Commons for the Army (up- 
on advice with the Lord Generall concerning 
the ſame) ſhall bepreſ@ibed, and ſet downe 
© the {aid Treaſurers, and the ſaid Commit- 
tee. of Lordsand Commgns are to. take Peer 
that a perfect Liſt of all the Souldiery , 
& 2 {uch Nebenters are, or ſhall be Fins 
(expreſſing the ſummeof Arrears to them {e- 
verally due, ) ſhall be made-up: and kept in 
iuch order and courſe as they ſhall be ſet 
do wne and appointed to be paidinas afore- 
taid, -and thatche lame be kept ina publique 
and open Regiſtry and that as any of the fail 
Souldiery thall be, ſatisfied any proportion 
of their laid Arreares, it ſhall be entered and 

exprelled inthe ſame Regiſtry upon the a-

foreſaid generall Liſt,” ſo as any perſpn jn.the 
faid Liſt, to whom any ſuch Arreares are due 
or any other in his behalfe may at any rinie ſee 
, and finde in the {aid Regiſtry, 3 that Order 
Method, or Courle, and by what proporti- 
tions he is to be, ſatisfied, and who, was laſt 
paid, and when bis owneturne ortourle will 
come, andif any. Perſon to whom any Ar- 
reares upon {uch, Debenters are or ſhall be 
due, ſhall {ell or afſigne the fame, ro any 
other, It is hereby, Declared, that the; pur- 
chafor,, or Aflignee ſhall duly. receive the 
moneys thereupon due in the ſame order and 
courſe, and by the ſame Proportions, as the 
party himſelfe expreſſed in the Debenter 
ſhould or ought to receive the ſame, and the 
Acquittance or Acquittances of the party to 
whom {ſuch debenters ſhall be afligned as a- 
torefaid, ſhall bea ſufficient diſcharge for ſuch 
ſumme and ſummes of money they ſhall re- 
celve rhereupon from the Treaſurers at War 
* according to the intent of this preſent Ordi- 
nance. And itis hereby further Ordained and 
declared, that as to the whole Arrear of any 

private 
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private Souldier, or non-Commiſſioned' Of- / 
ficer, or to any part thereof, or to the firſt 
moyety of the Arrears of any Commiſſion 
Officer due upon ſuch Debenter as afore- 
ſaid, there ſhall not (in relation to any Sur- 
charge expected, and not brought in, and 
made to appcare before the monies become 
payable according to ſuch courle as afore- 
laid ) be any ſtoppe or delay made to the 
payment hereof in courſe as mo1ies ſhall come 
for the diſcharge thereof, any thing in any 
former Ordinatice contained to the contrary 
notwithſtanding,
